STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
TOWN WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newfields, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs; 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Newfields on Tuesday, the thirteenth 13th day of March, 1990 at 
two o'clock in the afternoon until nine o'clock in the evening 
to act upon the following subjects: 


BUSINESS MEETING TO BE HELD AT SEVEN-THIRTY O'CLOCK P.M. 


1. To choose all necessary Town and School District Officers for 
the ensuing term. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $175,000 (Gross Budget) for the construction of a 3 bay 
addition to the Newfields Fire Station, and said sum to be in 
addition to any federal, state or private funds made available 
therefore, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $125,000 
of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the Town 
Officiats= to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon; furthermore, to- author- 
ize the withdrawal of $50,000 from the Fire Station Capital Re- 
serve Fund created for this purpose. (2/3 Ballot Vote Required) 


3. In the event Article 2 fails to pass, to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 to be placed in 
the Fire Station Capital Reserve Fund previously established for 
the future 3 bay addition to the Fire Station. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $25,000 to be placed in the Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established for the future purchase of a replacement 
Peeercruck. 


5. To see what action the Town will take toward the acceptance 
of reports of Town Officers as printed in the Town Report. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, in 
case of disaster, to apply for, contract for, receive and expend 
Federal Funds for disaster relief. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, accept and expend money from the State, Federal or 
other governmental unit or private source which becomes available 
during the year in accordance with the procedure set forth in 

RSA 31:95-b. 


8. To see if the Town will grant a 2% discount on taxes paid 
thirty days after the Tax Bills are’mailed by the Tax Collector. 
(NOTE: On the advice of the Department of Revenue Administration, 
the Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend a vote against the 
discount as an unnecessary expense. The discount cost the Town 
$18,000 in 1989 or approximately .25/$1,000.) 


9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow Short Term Notes in anticipation of taxes. (RSA 33:7) 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector 
to accept prepayment of Real Estate Taxes for the year 1990. 
(RSA 80:52-a.) 


ll. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $95,000 (Gross Budget) for the development of the Dunlin Well, 
and said sum to be in addition to any federal, state or private 
funds made available therefore, and to authorize the issuance of 
not more than $30,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to 
authorize Town Officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; the balance 
of the Dunlin Well development to be paid from the Dr. Albert 
Varney Trust Fund in a sum not to exceed $65,051. (2/3 Ballot 
Vote Required) 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the: 
sum of $7,500 to purchase the easement surrounding the Goldsmith 
Well. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the future construction 
of a second water stand pipe, and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5,000 to be placed in this fund. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $154 for the Household Hazardous Waste Collection Program, as 
Sponsored by the Rockingham Regional Planning Commission, for 

our share for 1990. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 

sum of $3,000 to build a fire resistant vault in the unused/unfin- 
ished portion of the Town Hall basement for the storage and safe- 
keeping of Town and historical records and artifacts of the 

Town of Newfields. 


16. On a Citizen's Petition signed by 13 voters, to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 each 
year for 3 years ($15,000 total), to enable the Library Trustees 
to have printed "The History of Newfields, N.H." 1638-1911 by 
Rev. James Hill Fitts. The Library Trustees to be responsible 
for printing completion by 1993. These hooks to be sold at and 
by the Library. 


17. On a Petition of Dana Hull and 10 other registered voters, 
shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:28, V and VI, for an 
optional Veteran's Exemption and an expanded qualifying war ser- 
vice for veterans seeking the exemption? The optional veteran's 
exemption would be raised from $50 to $100. (Ballot Vote Re- 
quired) 


18. On a Petition of Dana Hull and 10 other registered voters, 
shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:35, IV, for an optional 
property tax exemption on residential property for a service 
connected total disability exemption? The optional disability 
exemption would be raised from $700 to $1,400. (Ballot Vote 
Required) 


(NOTE: If either Article 17 or Article 18 is voted down, present 
exemptions would remain in effect.) 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of the $3,000 to be placed in the Police Cruiser Capital Re- 
serve Fund previously established for the future purchase of a 
replacement police cruiser. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $250 to help defray costs and expenses of the Richie MacFarland 
Center in Stratham. 


21. On a Citizen's Petition of 10 Newfields voters, to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 to 
Support the Rockingham Nutrition Program's meals services for 
Older, homebound older, and handicapped residents. 


22. On a Citizen's Petition of 10 Newfields voters, to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 to con- 
tract services for the initiation of a recycling program. 


23. Shall the Town vote to accept as Town Roads Meadow Road (pres- 
ently Tall Oak Drive), Pine Court, Evergreen Court, and Hemlock 
Court to the end of the pavement at the property line of Lot 5.4, 
Tax Map 103? The Selectmen conditionally accepted the abovemen- 
tioned roads November 28, 1989. 


24. On a Citizen's Petition of 12 Newfields voters, to designate 
and proclaim April 22, 1990 as Earth Day 1990, and to promote the 
preservation of the global environment. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,500 to restore and make structurally sound the sills and 
walls of the Boy Scout House. 


26. On a Petition of 14 registered voters, to see if the Town of 
Newfields will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,480 to 
assist Seacoast Hospice, a non-profit organization. 


27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $567,522 that may be necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year, exclusive of all Special articles listed above. 


28. To hear all reports of any committee heretofore appointed 
and to pass any vote relating hereto. 


29. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting.

The collector shall within 
thirty days after receipt of the warrant from the selectmen (assessors) 
send out the tax bills unless for good cause the time is extended by this 
department. 


RSA 76:ll-a Information Required. The tax bill which is sent to every 
person taxed, as provided in section II, shall also show the assessed 
valuation of all lands and buildings for which said person is being taxed. 
The 1989 rate breakdown reflects approportionate share of the Reimbursement 
a/c Property Exempt by 1970 Special Session for each unit of government. 


RSA 76:13 provides that interest at 12% per annum shall be charged upon all 
taxes except resident taxes not paid on or before Dec. 1, except that in 
the case where a tax bill was sent to a taxpayer on or after November 2 and 
before April lst, interest shall not be charged until 30 days after the 
bills are mailed. The collector shall state on the bill the date fram 
which interest will be charged.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


For the year 1989 the Police Department processed a total of 345 
cases through the Exeter District Court. They consisted of : 233 speeding, 
35 unregistered motor vehicles, 36 uninspected motor vehicles, 7 operating 
after revocation, 6 operating without a license, 1 D.W.I. lst offense, 

1 D.W.I. 2nd offense, 2 stop sign violations, 1 resisting arrest, 5 for 
possession of alcohol, 5 for passing over a yellow-line, 5 equipment 
violations, 1 misuse of plates, 1 for passing a school bus, 1 criminal 
trespass, 3 for thefts, and 2 for assault. 


The department responded to 408 citizen complaints, 27 burglar alarms, 
33 motor vehicle accidents, 27 thefts, 4 burglaries, 20 domestics, and 
8 assaults. In addition the department provided assistance to other 
departments 149 times, assistance to the general public 128 times, and 
requested to do vacation checks 66 times, which resulted in these homes 
being checked 1656 times while the owners were away. 1005 warnings were 
issued for various motor vehicle violations. 


The year 1989 saw an increase in the major crimes committed, burglaries 
were up over the past years and assaults were also up. This year the 
department also saw the addition of a second full-time Police Officer. 

I feel that this addition will help slow down the increase in major crimes 
in the future. Also, it will aid me in the investigation of future crimes 
and the apprehension of the perpetrator. 


Again, as in the past, we would ask that should you notice anything 
suspicious in your neighborhood, call us, it may seem innocent, but crime 
usually does.

STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experfenced an average 
number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden, children and 
debris burning fires that escaped control. All of these causes are 
preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. By New Hampshire State law (RSA 224:27), no. person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire, except when the 


ground is covered with snow, without first obtalning a written permit from 
the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning Is to be done. 


-In-order to eliminate false alarms, it Is advisable to notify your local 
fire department whenever you Intend to do any outdoor burning. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 are a misdemeanor and you are also liable for 
paying all fire suppression costs (RSA 224:28 and RSA 224:36). 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many 
towns in wildland fire suppression during 1989 Including several large fires 
in the Concord and Chesterfield areas, as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. 
Belknap in Giiford, New Hampshire.

REPORT OF THE MOSQUITO CONTROL COMMISSION 


Few people would disagree that 1989 was the worst year for 
mosquitoes in at least 30 years. Perhaps, it is more appropriate 
to state that it was a good year for mosquitoes and a bad year for 
mammals. 

By late May, the effects of the mild winter and timely spring 
rains on the mosquito population became apparent. Tremendous num- 
bers of adult mosquitoes hatched in the salt marshes and Swamps 
everywhere. Second to the intensity of the seasonal assault was the 
public response to this onslaught. Mosquito control agencies 
across the country received prive TV coverage. It was comforting 
to realize we weren't alone. 

This past season, Bacillus thuringiensis israelensis or Bti. 
was used on all salt marshes and in many freshwater Swamps. This 
product, a naturally occurring bacteria embedded on corn, is a 
highly selective larvicide for mosquito larvae. Upon ingestion, 
Bti disrupts the pH and enzymes of the mosquito. Midgut paraly- 
sis results, causing feeding to stop. Death occurs within 24 
hours. Bti does not affect mammals, including humans, beneficial 
insects, fish, birds, amphibians, crustaceans, mollusks, earthworms 
or flatworms. Increased use of Bti will replace any dependency 
upon conventional insecticides such as ABATE. 

Once mosquitoes have emerged as flying adults, the truck 
mounted sprayer is employed. Routes are sprayed in the evening, be- 
ginning as early as 7:00 p.m. or in the morning, beginning at 
4:00 a.m. Resmethrin insecticide was used this past season. This 
product is the safest adulticide available for mosquito control 
and does not have the accompanying odor characteristic of most 
insecticides. 

During 1989, adulticiding was done 15 times as opposed to 7 
times in 1988 and 1987. Residents who do not want their property 
Sprayed must notify us in writing every year. Please send your cor- 
respondence to the Mosquito Control Department, 10 Front St., 
Exeter, N.H. 03833 or 10 Central Road, Rye, N.H. 03870 

Currently, the town relies upon chemical control of mosquitoes. 
Insecticide use, whether it be chemical, bacterial, or hormonal 
is labor intensive, costly and only a temporary solution. OPEN 
MARSH WATER MANAGEMENT, OMWM, is a natural approach to control- 
ling mosquitoes which is being used successfully up and down the 
coast of New England. OMWM uses natural fish predators to reduce 
the mosquito population by providing access for these fish to 
areas on the marsh where mosquitoes are breeding. These fish, 
mummichogs, are indigenous to the salt marsh and each fish can con- 
sume 300-500 mosquito larvae per day, reducing the mosquito pop- 
ulation by 97% or more. The success of OMWM is dependent upon the 
ability of the mummichog to reach mosquito breeding sites and the 
Survival of adequate numbers of fish during dry periods 

In Essex County, Massachusetts, where this program has already 
begun, the Massachusetts Audubon Society is a major supporter of the 
work because of its beneficial effect on bird habitats and popu- 
lations.

I conducted my audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. | 
Those standards require that I plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable | 
assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material | 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit 
also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
Statement presentation. I believe. that my audit provides a reasonable basis 
for my opinion. 


The Town of Newfields has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, 
and accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial statements. 


In addition, the Town has not capitalized the cost of property and equipment 
purchased by the water department. No depreciation was recorded on those 
assets not properly capitalized. Generally accepted accounting principles 
require that property and equipment of enterprise funds be capitalized over 
the useful lives of the assets. 


In my opinion, except for the effects of the omission of a statement of 
general fixed assets and the effects of such adjustments, if any, as might 
have been determined to be necessary had the water department's fixed assets 
records been auditable, as discussed in the preceding paragraphs, the combined 
financial statements referred to above present fairly the financial position 
of the Town of Newfields at December 31, 1988, and the results of its 
Operations and the changes in financial position of its proprietary fund types 
and similar trust funds for the year then ended, in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles applied. 
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My examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the combined 
financial statements taken as a whole. The information has been subjected to 
the auditing procedures applied in the examination of the combined financial 
statements and, in my opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the combined financial statements taken as a whole.

The school year 1989 - 1990 has involved a number of 
administrative personnel changes. Dr. Kathleen M. Lynch has replaced 
David Michaud as an Assistant Superintendent with respnsibilities in 
Brentwood, East Kingston and Newfields. Assistant Superintendent 
Darrell J. Lockwood has responsibilities in Kensington and Stratham. 
The Superintendent has major responsibility for the Exeter School 
District and the AREA High School, the AREA Junior High School and the 
Region 18 Vocational Center. 


In addition, Exeter welcomed Richard Keays as Principal of the 
Main Street School, Brentwood welcomed Jay Cullen as Principal of 
Swasey School, Kensington welcomed Gary VanderEls as Principal of 
Kensington Elementary School, Newfields welcomed Brent Rogers as 
Principal of Newfields Elementary School, and Stratham welcomed 
Anne Heisey and Kirk Johnson as Principal and Assistant Principal of 
the Stratham Memorial School.
